DUBLIN. March 20, (Correspon­ 
dence of The Associated Press.) — 
The 
Sinn Feiners are 
prepairing 
very thoroughly for the capture a t 
the next election, of complete control 
of the Irish local bodle*. 
The work 
of canvass and propaganda already 
had begun. 
As ’no other organiz­ 
ation is run ilary prepared, it is con­ 
sidered 
likely that the Sinn 
Fein 
hands. 
At least four thousand Guardians 
ami 
a similar number of 
District 
Councillors and many hundreds of 
County aud Urban Councillors will 
be chosen as canidates. 
Nationality, the principal ogran of 
Sinn Fein says concerning the elect­ 
ion: 
“ It will give us an opportunity 
ol proving I he world what Ireland 
can do in the domain of self-goveri. 
mein anti will prepare the country 
for 
the greater 
task of 
national 
government later on.’* 
The Simi Fein leaders have not ex­ 
plained how they propose to operate 
local government bodies .apart from 
the control of the British govern­ 
ment. 
The local bodies have the 
power to levy and spend very large 
sums 
in local 
matters. 
But 
the 
whole system is subject to the code 
of British law. and every local body 
is under the jurisdiction of the Irish 
I^octl Government Board which is a 
body 
appointed by Dublin 
Castle, 
whose assent and authority is requir­ 
ed to everything. 
Their opponents say that 
if the 
Sinn Feiners work under the Local 
Government Board, as is unlikely, 
they will be making themselves a 
branch id tile existing Irish adminis­ 
tration. If they do not, it is claimed 
they cannot legally work at all. 
The Simi Feiners have decided to 
use the local bodies in which they 
obtain 
onntrol as a means for 
the 
spread of the Irish language. In the 
lecent Parliamentary election an at­ 
tempt was made to select as candi­ 
dates only men capable of conduct­ 
ing public business in the Irish lan­ 
guage. 
So far as possible the prin­ 
ciple will be applied to the coming 
local elections although there will be 
several thousands of nominees.
